The 
Vieo-Consuls at Shanghai and Whampoa 
are better paid, however, than the Consuls 
at- Chefoo, Clinkiang, and Wuhu, which 
appeata rather an anomaly at jirst sight, 
In Japan the scrviee is pretty much 
on the same linca, though smaller, con 
sisting as it dues of seventeon only, of all 
ranks, ~The mean value of 2 Consulate is 
here again about £900 a year, but the pre- 
sent occupants of those pusts have ranched 
them on an average of fourteen year’ ser- 
vies. Climatic and other considgratiuns, 
thereforo, retuler Japan preferable to China. 
fn. both countrics, however, two yenra’ ser- 
vice is allywel to reckon for three at nearly 
every post. Tt will accardingly be seen- 
that the upeniug is not by any meana a bad 
vne for a yonnger son with brains and cner- 
gy, especially if his place in the examination 
gives him tha optiun-to choose Japan in 
preference to China.
